Angry about something in your community or country? 
Don’t pick up a bat— pick up a pen Add to it paper Then 
sit down and take out your frustration constructively, in 
a letter to your mayor or congressman — or a letter to 
the editor 
Democracy is not a spectator sport. Yet too many 
Americans for various reasons tune out when they ought 
to tune in; on election day, w hen the city council meets, 
or when an important issue affecting their lives is being 
debated by the power that be. 
You may be intimidated by the thought of writing for 
public consumption But you needn’t be if you follow 
some simple suggestions for writing letters that can have 
an impact. One prolific writer, who has had over 1.300 
letters 
published 
in 
American 
newspapers 
and 
magazines, offers these tips. 
1. “Be timely: React at once, hot on the heels of the 
.news. Then let letter simmer at least three hours before 
mailing (Your subconscious may feed second thoughts. ) 
2. “ Be brief: If you can’t seli’em in 3 paragraphs, you 
won’t in 20 
3. “Limit yourself: One subject per letter. 
4. “Organize: State your points in logical sequence. 
Communicate! 
3. “ Be factual: Avoid vague generalizations and label- 
hanging 
6 “Be simple: Most readers don’t dig fancy talk Keep 
sentences and paragraphs short. Use punchy verbs 
7. “Be constructive: If you condemn, suggest a better 
way. 
8 “ Mechanics: Type doublespaced on one side of plain 
whitepaper Leave wide margins. Mail first class. 
9. “Sign your name: All publications must know your 
name 
and 
address, 
(although) 
som e 
perm it 
pseudonyms.” 
These rules apply equally well whether you’re writing 
a letter to an editor or to a public official. One caution 
regarding the latter: elected officials — especially those 
in Washington — get loads of mail daily Most of it falls 
into two categories: (1) form letters which obviously 
have 
been stimulated by a third party; and (2) per­ 
sonally motivated and written correspondence. The form 
letters usually get short shrift and have relatively little 
impact. 
It is the personally motivated letters — those truly 
reflecting the writer’s own opinion — that make a public 
official sit up and take notice

bered as the 200th anniversary of the American huckster. 
Some of the hustle and bustle to cash in on the Bicen­ 
tennial celebration is beginning to reach absurd 
proportions. 
We are offered tat a price) everything from hand- 
wrought. 
limited 
editions 
and 
privately 
minted 
medallions to commemorative beer cans and Bicen­ 
tennial caskets. 
There is nothing particularly! new about this. When 
America celebrated its 100th anniversary a century ago, 
the country was littered with souvenir napkin rings, bars 
of soap, water tumblers and painted fans 
There is nothing particularly wrong with it. either. If 
“A” wants to make Bicentennial book ends, and “ B” 
wants to buy them, it is strictly their business. 
The risk, as in everything else, is that, if it is overdone, 
it will spoil 
The ties that bind some ventures to the Bicentennial 
are tenuous, at best. 
For example, one company is marketing the biggest 
bottle ever <a “Salmanazar” which holds 312 fluid 
ounces) of French champagne with a label featuring the 
American ealge and the dates "1776-1976 ” Publicity 
announcements explain that Thomas Jefferson, author of 
the Declaration of Independence, enjoyed a glass of 
champagne — not surprising since he also filled 
diplomatic posts in Paris 
Another example: A company has mailed invitations 
to ceremonies honoring its Bicentennial oil rig The logic 
is that 200 years ago Americans fought for political in­ 
dependence, now they are fighting for “energy in­ 
dependence 
from imported oil, and one way is to 
produce more domestic oil. To drill for oil you need a rig. 
so this w e has been painted red, white and blue and 
dedicated to a new fight for independence. 
Most of the Bicentennial commerce is more run-of-the- 
mill You can buy T-shirts, ice buckets, copies of John 
Hancock’s chair, chips from the timbers of the original 
Independence Hall, replicas of George Washington’s 
pistols. Bicentennial ball-point pens, a red, white and 
blue toilet seat, and a garbage bag with a Liberty Bell on 
it. 
Bicentennial officials, outspokenly in favor of free 
enterprise, privately are a bit disturbed by much of this, 
and with cause. 
Many of the truly outstanding contributions to the 
Bicentennial celebration are being underwritten by 
private industry Dramatic presentations, live and for 
television; biographical and historical motion pictures 
that are shown free; concerts, exhibits, and so on, of top 
quality appear regularly to salute the 200th anniversary 
of the American Revolution. 
They would not be possible without private financing 
Usually, however, the only commercialism is an in­ 
conspicuous footnote on a program or a low- key an­ 
nouncement that the production “is made possible by a g 
rant from” the firm that put up the money 
The activity, while impressive, has been less general 
than the Bicentennial Administration had hoped for. It is 
possible that crass commercialism by a few has dam­ 
pened wider participation by industry. Some companies 
may hold back because they fear being unjustly iden­ 
tified in the public's mind with the makers and 
marketers of Bicentennial baubles 
The danger that the hucksters might steal the show and 
spoil it for everybody else was summed up in this recent 
editorial comment in Advertising Age, a magazine 
devoted to news of the advertising business: 
"We are in agreement with John Warner, head of the 
American Revolution Bicentennial Administration, who 
is against government restrictions on how companies or 
individuals tie in with the Bicentennial 
"But we join in his implied plea that marketers keep in 
mind that important but elusive quality — good taste.”

WASHINGTON - The golden 
age of railroads is not yet over 
for the corporate moguls who 
run Amtrak The evidence can 
be found in their expense ac­ 
counts 
Congress established Amtrak 
in 1971 to m anage the nation's 
passenger 
rail 
system 
The 
original intent was to subsidize 
Amtrak for only five years. 
Thereafter. 
Amtrak 
was ex­ 
pected to break even 
At the end of the fifth year, 
however, the railroad is still 
deep in the red Last year's loss 
was a painful 8352 million And 
ju st 
last 
week, 
A m trak 
executives trekked up to Capitol 
Hill 
to ask 
for another 8633 
million subsidy. 
Yet this staggering deficit, 
ap p are n tly , 
has 
had 
no 
re strain in g 
effect 
on 
the 
railroad bosses They continue 
to 
squander 
the 
taxpayers' 
subsidies with reckless aban 
don 
They 
pamper 
themselves 
outrageously, 
using Ambrak 
funds to subsidize their lavish 
living 
habits 
Here are the 
details 
from 
their expense 
vounchers: 
A m trak's president, Paul H 
Reistrup 
draws 
an 
annual 
885.000 salary 
The U 
vice 
presidents are also paid an 
adequate 850.000 a year on the 
average 
This 
ought 
to 
be 
enough for them to struggle 
along on 
Yet 
the railroad has just 
provided them with brand-new 
automobiles 
Their 
business 
expenses hit 849.000 last year, 
most of it for food and liquor. 
Reistrup spent 8576 12 in Sep^ 
tem b er, 
for 
exam ple, 
on 
candles, flowers, food and booze 
for a staff party 
In fact, Amtrak sometimes 
picks 
up the tab when its 
executives simply go out for 
cocktails 
A 
corporate 
vice 
president, Calvin Andringa, took 
R eulrup to a 
favorite pub 
Another time, A ndringa invited 
the vice chairm an, Mary Head, 
out for drinks The bills were 


charged to Amtrak which pays 
them , of course, with taxpayers 
money 
From the sam e bounteous 
source, the railroad also pays 
Reistrup s membership dues at 
various elegant clubs, including 
the Army-Navy Country Club 
and downtown Army-Navy Club 
in the Washington area and the 
Athletic Club in Chicago 
Last year. Amtrak shelled out 
8600 so that a vice president, 
Harold G raham , could belong to 
the posh Kenwood Country Club 
in the Washington suburbs 
Am trak is try ing to persuade

year, the company laid out a 
startling 8612.574 for air travel, 
even though its executives are 
entitled to ride the rails free of 
charge.

One of the reasons lies in the fact 
that many residents have been 
opposed to city plans to improve 
streets. 
In fact, one of the 


signers of the letter was a citizen 
who signed a petition about 
eighteen months ago to turn 
down a proposed street im­ 
provement program on North 
Martin Street The city can just 
go so far in repairing and im­ 
proving streets, then they need 
the cooperation of the residents 
on the streets to be improved to 
assist in paying for a part of it. 
When a resident asks ’ why?” , 
they should also ask themselves, 
“ What have I done to help the 
situation?" 
We 
as 
citizens 


should be interested in what we 
can do to help our city make 
progress Make suggestions to 
our City Board which can help 
solve problems 


Another why in the letter 


concerned itself with saving the 
City M anager’s saiary and using 
that money for building streets 
The City is a pretty big business 
now. with a budget of about 
$375,000 annually. Whether we 
have a City Manager or not 
doesn’t mean that we wouldn’t 
have to obtain a qualified person 
to 
adm inister 
the 
C ity's 


business What kind of business 
do you know of today that runs 
itself? 
How 
many heads of 


business do you know of who 
work without pay? One of the 
signers of the letter was serving 
on the City Council about 25 
years 
ago 
when 
the City's 


business got into such a con­ 
dition. with no one 
specifically 


in charge of the operation, that 
the Circuit Judge ordered the 
City’s books audited Men who 
serve on the City Council, if they 
are businessmen, are unable to 
devote 
enough 
time to the 


business of running the City to 
keep it in good order; if they 
know nothing about business, 
what can they do to help9 


We now have annual audits 


made of the City's finances 
Now. as to the “ why" about the 
various monies and how it is 
handled by the city: any con­ 
cerned citizen may go by 
the 


City Hall at any time and ask the 
City Clerk to see the Audit of all 
funds collected and expended by 
the City The books are brought 
up to date monthly, showing all 
expenditures and all collections 
Citizens are also welcome to 
attend any City Board meeting, 
because they are all open to the 
public, and the members of the 
Board will he glad to answer all 
questions while they are in 
session The only legal way to 
commit the city to answers of 
questions is when they are in 
session 
As far as the one cent sales tax 


is concerned, collections started 
October t, 1975, and we didn’t 
get the first check for the 
October collections until late in 
November, which was rather 
late in the year to start work on 
the streets The sales tax money 
is in the local Bank and we still 
plan to spend most of it on our 


streets as soon as the weather 
permits One of the signers of 
the letter told me a few months 
ago that when I was on the 
Board about 25 years ago that 
only two policemen 
were on 


duty. 
One worked days 
(12 


hours) seven days per week, and 
the other worked nights, the 
sam e hours and days. Their pay 
was $125 and $150 monthly. This 
was all quite true then, but a lot 
has happened since that time 
such as inflation, wage and hour

Charles Rorex, superintendent of Charleston High 
School and Vice President of the Board of Controls of the 
Missouri State High School Activities Association cited 
girls participation in basketball and transportation cost 
as the motivating factors for the pending change. 
Under the rules of the MSHSAA the girls must have the 
same amount of scheduled games and be able to use the 
same practice floor the same amount of hours as the 
bovs. 


“I think it will be passed by all the football schools in 
the state,” said Mr. Rorex. “The non-football schools 
may not pass it though”. I think the SEMO conference 
will adopt this rule whether other schools do or not,”, 
said Mr. Rorex. 
“If this is passed then we could possibly go into our 
regional tournament with only 16 games having been 
played while some other teams in the same regional 
could have played five more games than us”, said coach 
Mitch Haskins of the Charleston Bluejays. 
“I hope the invitational tournament that we enter will 
have a loser’s bracket so we can play three games”, 
coach Haskins said in anticipation of the change.
